A-Bomb Monitors Possible

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25—(INS)—Two top American scientists 
revealed Saturday that experimental blasts of A-bombs overseas 
can be detected almost instantly in the United States. 

Disclosure of the development in atomic know-how was made 
by Beno Gutenberg, geo-physicist of the California Technology 
Institute, and C, F. Richter, Assistant Research Director of the 
Carnegie Institution, P:sadena, Calif. 

It kindled hope in Washington scientific and congressional 
circles that detection of A-weapon experimentation can be developed 
into an international burglar alarm system once international 
atomic control has been established. 

McMahon, Democrat, of Connecticut. hailed the discovery 
as one that may find a sure way to pierce “iron curtains” around 
the restless world.

The puzzle has been growing 
steadily since people began to de- 
pend more and more on motor 
cars, and cities stretched out far- 
ther and faster than trolley, bus 
and other mass transportation 
lines.

“Probably the major solution is 
the rebuilding of the centers of 
our cities so they again are desir- 
able places in which to live. That 
would make it possible for people 
again to walk to work or to take a 
short ride on mass transportation.” 

Traffic Engineer Robert A. 
Mitchell sold Philadelphia on the 
need for banning parking during 


rush hours in a 100-square block | 


area. As a result, overall vehicu- 
lar traffic increased almost 50 per- 
cent, street car movement was 
stepped up 20 percent and acci- 
dents in the area fell five percent 
while they increased city-wide by 
29 percent. 

Downtown parking also was 
banned in whole or part last year 
by New York, Los Angeles, Dallas, 
Texas, Jacksonville, Fla., and 
other cities. The New York Police 
Department says its ban was ef- 
fective because of the stiffness of 
the fines. They range from $15 to 
$40, depending on the number of 
offenses. 

MASS TRANSPORTATION

portant to move people than to 
move vehicles. Mitchell pointed

An hourly wage-standardization 
agreement which will net work- 
ers in far-flung U. S. Steel plants 
more than $30,000,000 in back 
pay was announced Saturday by 
the Corporation and the CIO-Unit- 
ed Steel Workers. 


The Union set the hack 
figure at $32.000,000 and said the 


agreement additionally will mean | 


wage raises totalling $17,000,000 
for many of about 175,000 work. 
ers in the Corporation's five prin 


cipal steel producing subsidiaries. | 


The Corporation said the back 
pay would be in excess of $30,- 
000,000 but fixed no figure for 
raise benefits to workers in the 
Standardized scale. 

Employees of the American 
Steel and Wire Company, Car- 
negie-Illinois Steel Corporation, 
Columbus Steel Company, Na- 
tional Tube Company and Ten- 
nessee Coal, Iron. and Railroad 
Company, whose rates have been 
lower than the new scale. will 
benefit, U. S. Steel reported. The 
agreement also applies to the 
Ironton, Utah, plant of the Ge- 
neva Steel Company. 

The new scale will be effective 
the first pay in February. Corpo- 
ration sources said it was equiv- 
alent to a 1%%-cent hourly in- 
to a large percentage of 
workers. The Union estimated the 


‘hourly wage benefits at from one 


cent an hour to around 29 cents 
an hour and said some workers 
may receive as much as $1,800 
in back pay. 

The Corporation said that by 
agreement with the Union costs 
of intra-plant adjustments would 
be limited to 35, cents per em- 
ployee hour and that the retroac- 
tive payments will 
70 percent of the total hourly ad- 
justment, payable in lump sums 
as soon as practicable. 

Under the agreement, the Cor- 
poration said, more than 
widely varied steel mill jobs are 
grouped into 30 general labor 
classifications, resulting in scales 
ranging up to $1.98 ah hour in all 
plants in which common labor 
base is now 96% cents an hour. 

The Union estimated the agree- 
ments lumps into 30 classifications 
“the hodge-podge of some 45,000 
to 50,000 separate job titles.” 

The wage-scale agreement fol- 
lowed hard on the heels of a com- 
pletely amicable agreement be- 
tween “Big Steel” and the Union 
which claims 853,000 members in 
the entire industry to extend con- 
tracts with the Corporation until 
May 1. 

Contracts negotiated between 
U. S. Steel and the Union tradi- 
tionally have set the pattern for 
the industry, and last year—after 
a month-long strike—the 18'- 
cent hourly wage boost granted 
CIO workers in “Big Steel” plants 
created a national wage pattern 
in all segments of industry.

An iron lung demonstration 
unit, highlighting a dramatic 
phase of the fight against infan- 
tile paralysis, will be displayed 
in the lobby of the Belle Isle 
Building between 11 a. m. and 2 
p. m. Monday and for the remain- 
der of the March of Dimes drive. 

The iron lung mobile unit, 
staffed by two nurses, wjll employ 
a “patient” for demonstration pur- 
poses, and Lambdin Kay, Master 
of Ceremonies, will explain its use 
to passersby. 

The unit, property of the Geor- 
gia Chapter of the National Foun- 
dation for Infantile Paralysis, is 
equipped with its own portable 
power plant so proper care is 
available for patients regardless of 
electrical facilities. The unit, nor- 
mally kept at the Grady polio 
ward, was the first mobile unit in 
the country.: 

The urgent need for more units 
like the Georgia Mobile Iron Lung 
were graphically—and sometimes, 
tragically—illustrated when polio 
epidemics struck last Summer, of- 
ficials said. Iron lungs and other 
treatment equipment were trans- 
ferred from one locale to another 
as crises arose. 

The fact expensive iron lungs 
are necessary in the treatment of 
certain acute cases of polio shows 
in part why the average cost of 
treatment per polio case is $1,200.

Hospitals face their first great 
era of building expansion since 
the opulent '20’s, when hospitals 
grew up everywhere under the 
stimulation of money from foun- 
dations and private bequests into 
the field of hospital care, 

In these 25 years, they have 
outgrown everything they once 
New chemicals, 
new re-agents, new techniques for 
interpreting specimens, bew fath- 
oming of X-Ray, new drugs, new 
technical machinery, have made 
obsolete all that was good in 1920. 

Service facilities alone—libra- 
ries, operating rooms, staff quar- 
ters, administrative offices, kitch- 
ens, laundries—all these require 
half as much space as actual bed 
patients. No old-time hospital al- 
lotted service more than 10 per- 
cent. 

There will be no set design for 
the hospital of tomorrow. It may 
run to wings ar pavilions, to sky- 
scrapers, or, aS one hospital man 
succinctly put it, to a series of 
tents, but it will have interchange- 
able standards. 

There is actually a national 
movement’ to improve hospitals. 
The first step toward a network 
of hospital service to every Ameri- 
can is being taken now by the 
United States Public Health Serv- 
ice.

Sir Alexander Cadogan Says 
‘Atlantic Charter’ Just Ain't 


NEW YORK—(NANA)—Sir 


Alexander Cadogan, Great 


Britain’s representative on the United Nation’s Security Council, 
relates this anecdote about the Atlantic Charter: 
‘ “At the second Quebec conference, President Roosevelt said: 
“I'd like to ask you a conundrum—where is the Atlantic Charter?”’. 
“That's easy,” Sir Alexander replied, “there isn’t any. There 


never was a formal document.” 


Sir Alexander explained there were only typewritten copies 
made at the time, corrected for two days by ship-to-shore communi- 


cations after the conference broke 


up. So there is today no text of 


the Atlanta Charter signed by Roosevelt and Churchill.

To some, Dr. Paullin’s idea will 
be revolutionary. 

Briefly, he proposes that Atlan- 
ta @an become the great medical 
center of the Southeast with the 
buildings and facilities now in 
blueprint form. 

His idea is that each hospital 
develop a specialty and devote it- 
self to research, consultation, and 
teaching of that specialty, while 
the hospital continues with its gen- 
eral service. 

For example, under Dr. Paullin’s 
plan, Piedmont Hospital might 
specialize in metabolic diseases, 
develop a staff of specialists and 
set up a research and training de- 
partment. Emory University might 
choose surgery, or orthopedics, and 
each other hospital in Atlanta 
couldt choose its own specialty. 

Each hospital would be required 
to qualify with the medical center 
committee and the council on medi- 
cal education in hospitals, with its 
own chosen staff. 

In that way, Dr, Paullin be- 
lieves, the expensive equipment 
and: research could be concentrat- 
ed in one hospital in each spe 
cialty. 

The financial possibility of a 
large foundation seems very hope- 
ful to Dr. Paullin, who thinks it 
would be a simple matter to ac- 
cumulate a sizeable sum of money, 
say $15,000,000, for a _ research 
fund, once the framework of the 
operation became evident. 

“With the income from that 
money,” he said, “it would be pos- 
sible to pay salaries of research 
men in every hospital without a 
burden on its administrative cost.” 

Dr. Paullin believes four medi- 
cal groups would benefit from 
such a specialization ... the medi- 
cal student, the interne, the spe- | 
cialist, and the graduate who is 
interested in specialization. 

He envisions the medical center 
with Emory University as its nu- 
cleus radiating from Atlanta into 
the entire Southeast, with Atlanta 
specialists visiting community and 
district hospitals upon invitation 
and with doctors from small com-

Laughlin amnounced that the 
suit was filed in VU. S. District 
Court for the Eastern Tennessee 
District in the name of “the United 
States -of America on relation of 
Frederick W. Shinn.” 


Laughlin said Shinn is a resi- 
dent of Alexandria, Va., and that 
he filed the action as a citizen 
and taxpayer. The attorney said 
that if Shinn’s contentions are up- 
held the State of Tennessee and, 
or, the oil companies will have to 
pay “from $1,000,000 to $5,000,- 
000.” This, he said, would repre- 
sent double the amount of taxes 
the suit contends were collected, 
plus attorney fees and other tems.

WASHINGTON—(NANA)—When Gen. George C. Marshall 
was sworn in, the nation gained a Secretary of State at bargain 


rates, and af a saving to American taxpayers of $15,000 a year. 

Under the Dual Compensation Act of 1894 and the Economy 
Act of 1932, Gen. Marshall is prohibited from accepting two 
salaries while in office. He must elect either to take his mili- 
tary pay or his civilian pay, but not both. 

Since Gen. Marshall cannot be deprived of his military pay 
while he is technically still on inactive duty, he must automati- 
cally forego the $15,000 annual salary attached to the Secretary 
of State’s position. 

He -will continue to draw his military salary of $8,800, cash 
allowance of $5,000, $1,440 for rent and $511 for subsistence— 
a total of $15;751.

Of Gentle Tarkington 


THE SHOW PIECE, by Booth Tarkington; Doubleday; 212

You will find few references to Booth Tarkington on the 
dusty shelves where books of “serious” criticism molder. 
He is too palatable and bourgeois to please the dialectical 


materialists and bitter-enders. 


And yet for nearly half a cen- 
tury he delighted American read- 
ers with his blend of romance and 
realism, his uncanny understand- 
ing of women and adolescents, his 
gift for gentle satire and his deft 
but unembittered social criticism. 
He was twice awarded the Pulit- 
zer Prize. 

The long and fecund career 
which began with “The Gentle- 
man from Indiana” and “Monsieur 
BReaucaire” is here brought to a 
fitting close with his last novel, 
“The Show Piece”—a brilliant and 
sardonic character study of a gild- 
ed youth whose veneer eventually 
cracked. 

Three settings well known to 
the author form the backdrops: 
affluent Indiana; the Maine sea- 
coast and Princeton. 

Irvie Pease, the youth in ques- 
tion, is first seen posturing atop 
a sundial shouting “Look at me, 
Lucy! Watch me, Edgar! Look, all 
you kids! Everybody listen to me, 
the old maestro” 

Idolized by father, mother and 
most of the female neighbors, 
Irvie has been a smooth brat since 
babyhood. He continues to hold 
the spotlight through adolescence 
and Princeton. He even makes a 
superficially brilliant start as a 
lawyer. But the fatal flaw in char- 
acter finally clips Irvie on his 
beautiful chin to the intense satis- 
faction of all but the most ro- 
mantic readers. 

Inevitably there is the counter- 
foil: plain, modest, hard-working, 
generally decent Edgar Semple— 
true friend and substitute back- 
bone for this flashy and dashing 
young squirt. Inevitably, too, there 
is Emma (here presented as the 
niece of Tarkington) who is much 
too good for Irvie, but who breaks 
her heart over him, bolsters his 
phoney heroism in crises, and for- 
gives him all but his final acts 
of revelation. 

This is a much better book than 
t may sound in outline. Without 
one wasted word it captures the 
mores of the well-heeled natives

Although unfinished, this post- 
humous novel (even without the 
widow’s concluding summary and 
notes) has a feeling of completion 
and the polish of a final draft 
manuscript. It writes finis to the 
career of a brave, gentle and hon- 
est American who never let his 
whine so frequently encountered 
prose become the self-pitying 
in modern fiction.

The United States, as the larg- 
est user of tin in the world, 
should know more about Simon 
Iturri Patino, the poverty-stricken 


Bolivian halfbreed who became a 


billionaire and carved for himself 
an unparalleled niche in the an- 
nals of modern finance and indus- 
try. He started with $250. 

Somehow Patino learned to read 
and this fact set him apart from 
his fellows and contributed great- 
ly to his subsequent success. He 
became interested in silver minjng 
and his acquisition of the greaftst 
tin mine in the world was an acci- 
dent, since tin was a despised 
metal in those days. 

Patino was fortunate in that his 
wife had vision. Evidently she was 
a better “businessman” than Pa- 
tino and visualized the potentiali- 
ties of their tin holdings. She was 
the guiding force behind Patino’s 
“Empire: of Tin,” from which he 
branched out into a fabulous fi- 
nancial career that included con- 
trol of railroads, banks, steamship 
lines, vineyards, electric power 
and munitions plants and farms. 
He also acquired rococo palaces 
and villas, garishly furnished, 
throughout Europe and South 
America. 

This despotic empire was found- 
ed on the peon labor of mountain 
Indians whose lowly -wage offset 
the high cost of transporting ores 
to world markets.

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The Wish of the People 


Wholly aside from the controversy over 
the governorship, the Atlanta Constitu- 
tion believes the Legislature should ad- 
journ and go home until the courts, which 
now have four suits on the subject before 
them, reach a decision. 

Legislative members must agree on a 
tax program to bring in an estimated 
$32,000,000. 

Such a plan necessitates great research 
and study. What is just as important is 
that it will require debate of a construc- 
tive nature. 

There are other important measures 
which are entirely for the good of the 
State and are not at all partisan, or fac- 
tional measures. 

They, too, deserve calm consideration. 

It is evident from the passions and acri- 
monious positions of the rival legislative 
factions, that they will concern them- 
selves only with the controversy over the 
office of Governor until it is settled by 


the courts. This feeling extends to every 
measure introduced. It makes impossible 
any rational or calm consideration of State 
affairs. 

Any tax bill and the necessary appro- 
priations patently would be impossible in 
the present state of mind of the Legisla- 
ture. It would become so involved and 
complicated by the dominating contro- 
versy of the moment that it would be for- 
ever snarled and tangled. 

It is for this reason, chiefly, that we 
earnestly recommend to the Legislature 
what we believe to be the wish of the 
people—that it go home and remain there 
on call until the courts have determined 
the issue at stake. 

All good Georgians will accept the de- 
cision. Both principals in the contro- 
versy have so pledged. 

Let the Legislature, therefore, go home 
pending a court decision and the return 
of order and sanity. 


Keep It a Georgia Company 


Walter McDonald, Chairman of the 
Public Service Commission, has _ inter- 
vened in behalf of the State of Georgia 
against the program presented before the 
SEC by Commonwealth and Southern for 
the disposition of the Georgia Power Com- 
pany. 

Commonwealth and Southern last 
week proposed a plan which would have 
lumped the Georgia Power Company 
with other Southern companies owned by 
Commonwealth and Southern, in one new 
company known as “The Southern Com- 
pany.” Stock would be sold in the new 
company. 

Chairman McDonald objects. 

On behalf of the State of Georgia he 
submits a plan. It is that the Georgia 
Power Company is big enough and pros- 
perous enough—and renders enough serv- 
ice—so that it deserves to be—and of a 
right ought to be—a separate company. 

He thinks it would be good for the 
power business—and the public—for them 
to operate as individual companies and to 
be owned, largely, by the people of the 
State they serve. 

We think that, too, is an excellent idea. 

The Atlanta Constitution regards the 
Georgia Power Company as an efficient 
company. Without meaning at all to make

owe ees — 


odious comparisons, we think it much su- 
perior to some of those with which it is 
planned to merge it. 

During the life of the late Preston Ark- 
wright the people came to regard it as a 
Georgia company. | 

May we point out to Commonwealth 
and Southern that it would be the height 
of good public relations to have all their 
companies so regarded in each State they 
serve. 

We were disappointed, following the 
death of Mr. Arkwright, that the New 
York office of Commonwealth and South- 
ern did not name a Georgian to replace 
him. 

The United States Power Commission 
has made a study of Power company val- 
ues and this must be an important consid- 
eration in any plan. We assume the equi- 
ty of the Georgia company would be an 


important factor in any consideration of 


its final disposition. We agree with Mr. Mc- 
Donald that there should be no hasty de- 
cision. 

And we repeat—let it remain an indi- 
vidual, Georgia company, with its stock 
largely owned by Georgians. The great- 
est profit from such an operation would 
be that gained by Commonwealth and 
Southern in money and good will. 

By all means, let the SEC so order.

I am not at all sulking in my tent.

The fact that no one as yet has said, “Hello, Di- 


ogenes,” is not my fault. I can’t help it if no one recognizes a cyni- 


cal philosopher. 

I prefer the tub and the lantern to the tin armor, the broken 
lance and the donkey of Don Quixote. I am as good a windmill 
fighter as anyone else, but I prefer real fighting and not exhibi- 
tionism or loud, pious screams. So, for the nonce, I am a cynic. 
I will get over it. In fact, I can feel the virus of buoyancy moving 
about in my veins even now, albeit a bit sluggishly. 

So, sitting in front of my tub, lifting my lantern and peering 
into the faces of those who pass by, I would like to go on with my 


story. 

Georgia While the political barkers, Mr. Roy Harris and Mr. 
E. D, Rivers, were barking in front of their tents, 

crying their wares in the form of pledged legislators, I assumed 

that everyone knew what they were crying. 

The Harris plan, hourly-announced, was to elect Herman Tal- 
madge Governor of Georgia. The Rivers plan, likewise poured 
into the ears of the public, was to prevent it. 

Both Mr. Thompson and Mr. Talmadge were then pledged, as 
they are this very day, to the identical platform and program. 

There was no issue there. One had to choose between the per- 
sonalities, or one had to go along on the issue of what the writers 
of the State Constitution meant to say, but didn't. 

The program was one which had been submitted to the people 
in the Summer primary. I labored in the vineyard of that pri- 
mary, working overtime hours against that program. I sweated 
as much as anyone else I saw at work. I got licked and I never 
swallowed a more bitter pill. I can still taste it. It still tastes 
bitter. 

As a party man I bowed, although it hurt my back, to the deci- 
sion of the Party. So did my candidate. 


Trick All the time the political barkers were crying their 

wares, the Talmadge tent was shouting that they were 
proceeding on the theory that since their man had died, he was 
no longer in life and that the next candidate receiving the greatest 
number of votes in the general election—not the primary—would 
be their man. 

They had accomplished this by a trick. 

It was, in a sense, an unscrupulous trick. Call it a low political 
trick, if you wish. It would not be wrong. 

But, let the cynic remind you that politics is a struggle for 
power, and that on the night the election came about the leader 
of the other faction, Gov. Ellis. Arnall, thought so well of the same 
trick that when it looked as if his candidate might be able to use 
it, he attempted to do so. . 


Low I think it was perfectly politically proper for him to 

do so, even though I thought it was not good judgment. 
Had he succeeded, the Talmadge people would have regarded it as 
a low, scurvy trick. And they would have been right, just as the 
others are right in viewing it so as it stands. But keep in mind, 
too, that had the contradicting factors of the State Constitution been 
discovered by the other faction in time, they would have em- 
ployed it—as they sought to do the night of the election. 

So, much of the pious whooping, if you will pardon me, makes 
me sick to the stomach. 

And, while I think the Talmadge people badly needed a good 
press agent the night of the elevation to prevent their failure to 
hold in check the rowdy element in their midst, the facts are there 
was no violence at all in connection with the actual election, and 
there was no trickery and no use of the military. That many mem.- 
bers were over-persuaded is true, but they voted on their own. 

The aroma of it was bad and it was a political—not a military— 
coup d'etat. I didn’t like a lot that went on and don’t now. I 
think the intent of the writers of the Constitution was to have the 
Lieutenant Governor serve, but unfortunately they didn’t so 
write it. 

It is a matter for the courts.

Reasons Why Nazis 


Didn't Invade England 


Recently I read the complete text of the 
speech made by Prime Minister Attlee before 
the House of Commons last November, in which 

he revealed the official story behind the failure of the Germans 
to attempt to invade England in 1940. It is too long to reproduce 
here, but, if you ever wondered why the Nazis, flushed with 
triumph over France, did not attack Britain and thus win quick 
victory over all their then foes—and who hasn’t so wondered?— 
it is well worth reading. I suppose you could secure a copy 
through British Information Services at New York or Washington. 

It seems, in the first place, Hitler had an idea Britain would 
accept a compromise peace. When this hope proved abortive, he 
gave the German general staff just one month, from July 16, 1940, 
to mid-August, to prepare invasion plans. They called it “Opera- 
tion Sealion.” 

The big stumbling block, it seems, was German respect for, 
and fear of, the British Navy. Their top command knew the Ger- 
man Navy was hopelessly outmatched. They therefore planned for 
the Luftwaffe to keep the British fleets away while their own 
navy confined its job to transporting 25 divisions of troops across 
the English Channel. 

The victory of the RAF in the Battle of Britain, in the air, 
made them extremely doubtful if the Luftwaffe could successfully

It was not until the Spring of 1942 that the invasion plan was 
abandoned for good. 

The most interesting portion of the report, however, deals with 
that widespread rumor, both in England and in this country, to 
the effect that the Germans actually attempted the invasion, with 
troops on barges, in 1940, and that the attempt was defeated. 

This rumor was based on reports that the bodies of many dead 
German soldiers were washed up on the south coast of England 
and that the Home Guard had been alerted for “invasion immi- 
nent.” 

As a matter of record, for six weeks bodies of dead German 
troops were washed up on English shores, but only at the rate of 
36 in a month. These, it is believed, came from barges used in 
training at French channel ports. Some sunk by British air action 
and some by rough weather. 


. : As a matter of fact, the “invasion immi- 
Warning Given nent” warning was issued to the Eastern 
and Southern Commands of the British Home Guard on Sept. 7, 
1940. This was because of various factors, none definite alone, 
but sufficient, together, to cause British General Headquarters of 
Home Forces to overlook no precaution. 

The rumor was spread by some Home Guard commanders, prob- 
ably overly alert, who on their own initiative caused church bells 
to be rung, the announced signal of “invasion begun.” Or of 


“parachutists landing.” 
After that, General Headquarters issued orders that church bells 


were to be rung only by order of a Home Guard who had him- 
self seen at least 25 parachutists landing, and not because other 


bells had been heard or for any other reason.

It has been rough on the presiding officers. The two men, 
themselves, have gotten aggravated with each other at times. Be 
fore Hand hardly thought of naming a Floor Leader to carry the 
ball for the Talmadge administration, former Floor Leader Adie 
Durden, a Thompson supporter, opened up on a matter of proce 
dure and a full-fledged fight was on between Durden and Talmadge 
supporter Bob Elliott. The Senate and House still had not organ- 
ized when they spent the night fighting over the governorship. 
Bill Dean, a Thompson friend, was elected Senate President as 
well as President Pro Tem so he could preside over the joint ses- 
sion. During the night, he ruled out of order efforts of Speaker 
Hand, Talmadge supporter, to relate a conversation he had had off 
the House floor. The next time there was a joint session. Hand 
ruled Dean was no longer President but was merely President 
Pro Tem. So Hand claimed superiority and presided over the joint 
meeting. The next day, Dean used this to advantage by casting 
the deciding vote in favor of Thompson, where heretofore he, as 
presiding officer, had not voted. 


Anything and everything has happened in this 
Fun Goes On amazing session. ‘There was oppeaiann to dis 
pensing with the reading of what used to be a staid old House 
Journal. There was opposition to dispensing with calling of the 
roll. Usually local bills slide rapidly through the Legislature. If 
the local delegation cannot agree on a local bill, a committee tables 
it. But this session has seen two Clarke County Representatives 
debating each other before the full House on what committee 
would get a local bill. 

A preacher member of the Senate, arguing in favor of inviting 
Herman Talmadge to address the General Assembly, observed that 
almost anyone had been invited to speak in the past—‘“even Sally 
Rand.” To which another dignified Senator replied in essence that 
the noted fan dancer “didn't have anything to hide.” 


The most encouraging sign shown was 
the attitude of a few speakers that 
the General Assembly follow its “own mind” and not “go down the 
line” with any gubernatorial contender. That's good. That's par- 
ticularly good today when pressure is coming from both Herman 
Talmadge and M. E. Thompson claiming the Governor’s chair, 
and maneuvers are being made offstage by Roy Harris, Ed Rivers 
and Ellis Arnall. Among the men sounding a call for indepen- 
dence were Rep. Sam Matthews. who opposed efforts of Arnall 
and Harris in 1945 to speed the new Constitution through the 
House; Rep. George Sabados, who opposed many Arnall measures 
when he was in the Senate, and Rep. Ben Garland, a newcomer. 

A day before this group blocked efforts to cram the white pri 
mary through the House, a freshman legislator surprised the p: 
erful Appropriations Committee by casting a lone vote against the 
$109,000,000 appropriations bill. The newcomer, Rep. Marvin 
Kemper, actually wanted to read the measure before stamping his 
approval on it. They told him quickly that it was against the rules 
to print the bills before the committees approve their passage. He 
couldn't understand this, and muttered something about the rules 
ought to be changed.

Farming Plans 
Must Outwit Weather 


Well, here we go again. Two months of dry 
weather and now the Yellow River is out of its 
i banks. And so are the other rivers with which we 
are familiar. There’s no use of our saying “I told you so,” but the 
fact remains that our Georgia weather is running pretty true to 
form. Ours is a rugged climate, whether you believe it or not. We 
are pelted with hard driving rains all throughout the cotton season 
which results in much of our cotton top soil being washed away 
and then when the time is right for the planting of small grain and 
Winter grazing crops, the dry season comes on and throws us iate 
in performing this important function. Being late in getting these 
crops up and growing means that the frost will catch them at their 
weakest moment (when they are 
very small and tender) and will 
stunt them, or even mow them 
down completely, after the man- 
‘ner of Charlie McCarthy.

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6,753 New Realtors Join in 1946, 
100 New Boards Were Instituted 


Membership in the National As- | 
sociation of Real Estate Boards 
jumped 6,753 during 1946 to a 
total of 35,241, Morgan L. Fitch, 
Chicago, newly elected President 
of NAREB and Chairman of the 
Membership Committee last year, 
has just announced. The number 
of real estate boards increased 
an even 100 to 882. 

The greatest gain by far, 1,878 
new members, was recorded in 
California, which ranks first also 
in total membership—6,529. Mas- 
sachusetts, with 422 new mem- 
bers, scored the second largest 
increase, and Texas ranged third 
with 405. 

Other States in the first 10, with 
their gains, are Ohio, 379; New 
York, 307; Illinois, 295; Florida, 
252: Pennsylvania, 207; Oklahoma, 
196, and Kansas, 183. 

In the number of real estate 
boards, Oklahoma scored the 
greatest jump—11 to a total of 24. 
Another notable gain was attained 
in Minnesota, which pushed its 
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total up from four to 13. Nort 
Carolina also had an increase of 
nine boards to 20. - 

The other States, whose gains | 
placed them in the first 10, are 
Kansas, eight; Texas, eight; I[li- 
nois, seven; Michigan, six; Cali- 
fornia, six; Pennsylvania, four, and 
Ohio, four. 

The next nine States in total 
membership, following California, 
are New York, 2,637; Illinois, 
2,304; Ohio, 2,212; Pennsylvania, 
1,762; Texas, 1,469; New Jersey, 
1,426; Michigan, 1,359; Massachu- 
setts, 1,318, and Florida, 1,306.

“It was also an unusual inci- 
dent, said the Atlanta president,” 
that 26 of the Producers’ Council 
presidents were present at the 
conference.” 

Mr. Watson states that Tyler S. 
Rogers, President of Producers’ 
Council, Inc., sounded the key- 
note with a statement that “the 
manufacturing wing of the build- 
ing industry are greatly concern- 
ed with regard to the high price 
of building in general, and sin- 
cerely look forward to the time 
when better production and bet- 
ter co-ordination of the flow of 
building materials can act to re- 
duce these rising building costs.” 

“The manufacturing wing of 
the building industry feel that 
they have both an opportunity and 
an obligation to increase the flow 
of building materials so as to pro- 
vide for veterans’ housing, wheth- 
er single unit or multiple units, 
at the earliest possible date,” 
states Mr. Watson. 

The conference brought out 
many times the necessity for the 
more efficient use of different 
building materials where they are 
used in combination. The in- 
creased use of the modular co-or- 
dinated materials will undoubted- 
ly facilitate a better use of a dif- 
ferent building materials in com- 
bination, those present at the con- 
ference believed.

HE real Pygmalion, who was only 
-§ a myth, anyhow, was a sculptor 

who chiseled a beautiful woman 
from stone and loved her so devot- 
ediy that she came to life. 
Bernard Shaw’s Pygmalion was a 
Phonetics expert named Higgins who 
transformed a flower girl into a lady 
by correcting her speech, whereupon 
this dialogue ensued: 

LIZA: What did you do it for if 

didn’t care for me? 

HIGGINS: Why, because it was 
my job. 

LIZA: You never thought of the 
trouble it would make for me. 

HIGGINS: Would the world ever 
have been made if its maker had been 
afraid of making trouble? Making 
life means making trouble. 

Claiming to be another Pygmalion 
and feeling much the same way about 
it is Dr. Icio Josephs, an Austrian- 
born Chicago psychiatrist. 

In his receht divorce complaint, 
Dr. Josephs sets forth how in real life 
he allegedly played the role of Pyg- 
malion and has been regretting it 
ever since. 

The name of the mythical Pygma- 
lion’s lady love was Galatea. Dr. 
Josephs’ statuesque beauty was 
named Lilly Feigel. 

He met her in Vienna shortly after 
the first world war, when he was a 
student of the famous Sigmund 
Freud. 


“At that time,” he says in his 
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complaint, “she appeared beautiful 
but frivolous; attractive, but lacking 
in the serious values of life.” 

Under normal conditions, Dr. Jo- 
sephs feels, Lilly would perhaps have 
been content with the round of gaiety 
provided by the wealth of an indul- 
gent uncle, merchant prince Joseph 
Feigel. 

Conditions in Austria were not 
normal, however. The Vienna of the 
early "20s was no longer the gayest 
and most brilliant of European capi- 
tals. Money was not worth the paper 
it was printed on and Vienna was 
sunk in a black and bitter depression. 

From that depression—from the 
discontent and boredom from which 
the whole drab city was suffering— 
he undertook to rescue her. 

Their companionship in the few 
years prior to their marriage, he 
says, “served his temperament and 
desire of expression.” 

Therefore, he conceived the. idea 
of creating for her a nature and per- 
sonality to match her beauty. 


He imparted to her, he says in his 
divorce complaint, his knowledge of 
poetry, history and philosophy and 
developed for her great moral and 
ethical patterns of life until she 
seemed to fairly represent and per. 
sonify the sum total of al! his ideals 
—his alter ego. 

Somewhere in the midst of the 
process, however, this modern psy- 
chiatric Pygmalion seems to have 
failed, but he didn’t discover that 
until after he had fallen in love with 
and married his Galatea. 

On the afternoon of their mar- 
riage, she gave him a great shock, 
he said, by announcing that “of

course their marriage would be 
purely platonic.” 

He remonstrated with her. He 
pleaded, explained, implored. She re- 
mained adamant. 

For six months, they lived “sepa- 
rate and apart.” Then in an effort 
“to conclude his unusual marita! situ- 
ation,” he left for New York City 
and got a government job.as resident 
physician on Wards Island. 

Lilly followed him and upon her 
promise “to conduct herself toward 
him in all respects as a wife,” they 
were reconciled. However, he says, 
she was “spasmodic” about keeping 
that promise. 

They had two children, 
David and Jane Ellen. 

All the time that he and Lilly 
lived together, he says, she “‘pursued 
an acrimonious and cantankerous at- 
titude toward him, subjecting him to 
abusive tirades in the presence of 
acquaintances, patients and profes- 
sional associates.” 

According to Dr. Josephs, the idea 
that something might take him away 
from her terrified her and “she had 
an ultimate fear of success and social 
attainments and did ail in her power 
to ruin and disparage him in his pro- 
fessional and secial life.” 

From Wards Island he went to a 
position in a Milwaukee hospital, but 
gave up that jeb “because she made 
it impossible for me to fulfil! the re- 
quired obligations.” 

He opened a private practice in 
Kansas City. One of his most promi- 
nent patients invited the couple to his 
home and he finally persuaded Lilly 
to go, “but when the door opened 
and she saw our host waiting to wel- 
come us, she turned and ran.” 

When he became a member of the 
faculty of Chicago’s Northwestern 
University, and his immediate supe- 
rior brought his wife to their home, 
Lilly “ran from their presence, locked 
herself in the kitchen and stayed 
there the rest of the evening.”’ 

Things went on that way, he said, 
with him going from one position to 
another, down the ladder, until he 
was forced to take a job as a Chicago 
street-sweeper to obtain food for his 
children. 

Remembering the glory of his 
dream and realizing the cause of his 
disillusionment, he says, he finally 
lost heart. Self-confidence deserted 
him. Ambition, which once had fired 
him to hope for the highest profes- 
sional acclaim, vanished. 

Desperate and grieving, he says, 
he saw denied him the last vestiges 
of human dignity and respect. 


Finally, he sued for divorce. 
When the petition was denied, he left 
home and Lilly won a suit for sepa- 
rate maintenance. That was four 
years ago. Since then, he says, he 
has regained his professional stand- 
ing and is at present head of a psy- 
chiatric clinic. Now he is suing her 
again for divorce. 

In the myth, Pygmalion and Gala- 
tea lived happily ever after. In 
Shaw’s “Pygmalion,” Higgins and his 
Liza are permitted to look forward to 
some degree of contentment. In Chi- 
cago, Dr. Josephs insists he is entitled 
to be legally free from the woman 
whose personality he says he shaped, 
but is now far from his liking.

CLARK PROMISES ACTION ON PRICES

ROM widely divergent sources, good 
news came last week for the vast 
group of Americans who are users 
or potential users of sex hormones, 
and who, up to now, might expect to 
pay exorbitant prices for them 


Probably the most important source of good. 


news was Attorney General Tom Clark, into 
whose lap had been tossed the Alien Property 
©Oustodian’s problem child, the Schering Corpora: 
tion olf New Jersey 

Informed by ‘The American Weekly that the 
price-boosting effects of a pre-war European cartel 
could still be felt im the sex hormone market, the 
Attorney General pledged himself to do two 
things: 

l..'To begin an inquir¥Y immediately into the 
circumstances under which Schering maintains 
with three other foreign-boin companies an iden- 
tical price list on those sex hormones which they 
manufacture under cross-licensing agreements. 

2--To see that Schering Corporation is re- 
turned to private industry, with a stipulation re- 
quiring it to share its sex hormone patents under 
certain conditions. 

The A. G., as his associates call him, had had 
only a short time to acquaint himself with the 
facts Until last Oct, 15, Sehering Corporation 
was in the hands of the Alien Property’ Custodian, 
and its policies, which differed widely from prin 
ciples laid down by ‘the government for other 
business enterprises, were under remote control 
by the two men who were in charge of alien 
property during the war years. 

In October, however, the office of Alien Prop- 
erty Custodian was abolished and the complicated 
task of managing the properties seized during the 
war was thrust upon the Attorney General. 

Realizing the importance of sex hormones to 
the health of the nation, Clark already had started 
to consider what might be done with Schering, 
which had been a subsidiary of Germany's largest 
pharmaceutical firm. It was not a simple problem, 

Just before we entered the war, Attorney Gen- 
eral Francis Biddle obtained a consent decree un- 
der the Sherman Anti-Trust Act against Schering 
and three other offshoots of the sex hormone car- 
tel. -Ciba of New Jersey, Roche Organon of New 
Jersey and Rare Chemicals of New York. ‘The 
decree specifically forbade them to “fix, deter- 
mine, maintain or adhere to prices, mark-ups, dis- 
counts or rebates in connection with the sale, pur-

chase or distribution of hormones, hormone prod- 
ucts or other pharmaceuticals.”’ 


EVERTHELESS, as was pointed out to Attor- 

ney General Clark and disclosed in two pre- 
vious articles in The American Weekly, the prices 
of the four firms have remained consistent since 
that time, and on the rare occasions when one firm 
has lowered the price on the three major compet 
ing items (testosterone propionate, proresterone 
or alpha-estradiol, put out under such trade names 
as Oratone, Pernadren, Neo-Hombreol, Laitocylin, 
etc;:), the other*three have met the price immedi- 
ately and identically. 

Such reductions, if they were frequent or dras- 
tic, might eventually bring the co of sex 
hormones within the grasp of all who needed 
them, but despite the improvement in techniques 
and increase in sales, very few price drops have 
occurred, 

The importance of sex hormones in medicine 
was stressed last month by Drs. Frank Adair 
of New York and Ira T. Nathanson of Boston to 
2,900 doctors who attended a dramatic meeting of! 
the American College of Surgeons at Cleveland. 

Both discussed the latest developments in the 
surgical and medica] control of cancer, especially 
of the breast, emphasizing that no cure for the 
disease —other than that accomplished by surgery 
and radiation.._has yet been discovered. 

They gave new hope, however, that the use olf 
female and male hormones may greatly help in 
the relief and treatment of breast cancer, even in 
very advanced cases in which such cancer cells 
spread and invade other tissues, including bones. 

Dr. Nathanson had observed that by injections 
of female hormone, breast cancer was checked in 
elderly women and in -some cases apparently 
disappeared. And Dr. Adair had brought about 
similar results by injecting in such cases ‘large 
amounts of male hormone. 

In some of his cases, cancer had spread from 
the breast into bones. The male hormone therapy 
relieved pain and caused formation of new, healthy 
bone over the areas where cancer had developed. 
Some bedridden patients were up and about in a 
month, 

At present, according to Dr. Adair, president 
of the American College of Surgeons and chie! 
surgeon of Memorial Hospital, New York, the 
hormone treatment requires 100 milligrams three 
times a week for some ten weeks. 

The amount of testosterone propionate for such 
a treatment is listed to the druggist (who may 
tack on another 25 to 30 per cent) at $225 if the 
dosage is purchased each week, or $195 -if it is 
bought at one time. 

None of the companies involved is willing to 
discuss margins of profit, so The American 
Weekly consulted the head chemist of a rival 
pharmaceutical firm concerning the cost of 
testosterone propionate, which is a patented form 
of the male hormone. It is synthesized from 
cholesterol, a. fatty substance which comes from 
the spinal cords of cattle and which sells for 
about $10 a pound (or approximately 500 grams). 

The estimated yield of the synthesis is about 
two per cent, which means that a gram of testos 
terone propionate would cost $1, as far as the raw 
material is concerned. Overhead and other manu- 
facturing expenses could be expected to boost that 
cost considerably, but hardly more than 10 or 
20 times. Yet in the smaller packages, equiva- 
lent perhaps to a vest pocket container of aspirin, 
testosterone propionate is listed to the drugyist 
at 15 cents a milligram, or $150 a gram or 150 
times the cost-—which most manufacturers would 
consider a very fancy margin indeed. 


HE Attorney General was particularly inter- 

ested in an analysis by The American Weekly 
which showed that Schering, by helping to main 
tain such prices, was enabling two foreign-owned 
corporations, Ciba and Roche Organon, to fatten 
themselves disproportionately at the expense of 
American hormone-buyers. 

He instructed Donald Cook, Assistant Attorney 
General in charge of alien property, to request an 
immediate explanation from Francis C,. Brown, 
the former San Francisco attorney who was ap 
pointed president of Schering by Alien Property 
Custodian Leo Crowley in 1942 and has held the 
job ever since. 

From a profit standpoint, few people would 
question Brown's ability as an administrator. 
When he took over, Schering had only $43,000 in 
cash, and a loan had to be financed to meet cur 
rent expenses. When the last. report was issued 
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in June, 1945, the corporation had assets totalling 
six und a half milllon-.as compared to a pre-. 
war paper value of two and a half million 

and its cash balance was close to a million. If 
has been making money by the fistful ever since, 
and its present worth probably exceeds ten million. 

A large-sized chunk of its assets is contained 
in two patents and the right to manufacture a 
third. It Owns the patents on two .vital female 
hormones, alpha-estradiol and progesterone, and 
is cross-licensed by Ciba to manufacture testoste- 
rone propionate. 

Starting in March, 1942, the government began 
to take over enemy patents which were registered 
in this country. Forty-five thousand of them were 
seized directly and opened to use by American 
citizens for a $15 license fee. At least one manu- 
facturer is making testosterone (but not testos 
terone propionate) under a seized German patent, 


HERE was another group of about 75,000 enemy 

patents held by some 20 manufacturing firms 
and lo patent holding companies in which Ameri 
can nvestors had stock. In these cases, the 
foreigyn-held stock was placed in the hands of 
the Alien Property Custodian but the patents and 
ligenses were not disturbed, 

Schering Corporation of New Jersey was for- 
tunate enough to come under this classification, 
so its hormone patents, which rival manufacturers 
might have used to drive down prices, continued 
to give it and its three erstwhile cohorts a domi- 
nant position in the field. 

Attorney General Clark is determined to break 
up this corner on the hormone market, but there 
is a possibility that it- may be shattered even 
sooner with the unwitting ald of another govern- 
ment agency 

Linder the sponsorship of the Pharmaceutical] 
and Medical Unit of the ‘Technical Industrial In 
telligence Division, of the Department of Com 
merce, representatives of the leading pharmaceu- 
tical firms in the United States are now combing 
Germany for the most recent advances in hor 
mones, vitamins, vaccines and other drugs. 

The invitation was extended recently by Dr. 
Charles E. Reed, chief of the unit, at meetings 
in New York and Chicago which were attended 
by officials of 70 companies. Every process 
which they discover will be screened through vari- 
ous technical divisions of the Department of Com- 
merce and then offered to the drug industry. 


LREADY many amazing discoveries have 

started to come back. One is mutalin. a vae- 
cine which is designed to prevent cancer and will 
be carefully tested here. Another is a vaccine for 
the prevention of hoof and mouth disease in cat- 
Ue. It is credited with having prevented an epl- 
demic in Europe during the war and may be of 
untold value to American cattlemen. 

One researcher heard of an electro-physical 
apparatus which produced a positive ionized air 
current by charging air through.a magnetic field. 
Patients suffering from hypertension, migrane 
headache and other nervous disorders inhaled the 
air with supposedly astounding results. The re- 
searcher spent weeks tracing the apparatus and 
finally, in a locked room in a German hospital, 
found the only model extant. It has been shipped 
to the United States and is now being tested. 

Another innovation was periston, the most 
promising of SO blood substitutes developed in 
Germany for transfusions. It is a water soluble 
organic substance synthesized th the Ludwigsha 
fen laboratories through the  vinylation of 
pyrrolidon. 

There are new vitamins, including a water- 
antibiotics, including 
myocin, which is claimed to be the equal of peni 
cillin; new enzymes which break down proteins, 
fats and tissues; new antimalarial synthetics, in- 
cluding sontochin, which purportedly is the most 
effective yet discovered 

There is a new form of DDT which contains 
fluorine; new agricultural sprays in which organic 
synthetic chemicals replace metals; new rocenti 
cides. 

There are even new plastic fillings far teeth, 
which, unlike metal alloys, do not cause discolora 
tion: and modified canes of light metal which 
work better than crutches and can be made 
cheaply ($2.80 in Germany). 


ANY of the most interesting advancements in 

(;sermany, however, were in the sex hormone 
field. Under the direction of Dr. Butenandt, direc 
tor of the Physiological-Chemical Institute of Tue- 
bingen, researchers synthesized insect hormones 
and used them on the fruit fly and the meat fly, 
which, because of their rapid life cycles, provided 
information that might otherwise have taken 
many years. 

(At the same time, in Holland, Dutch scientists 
were experimenting with birds. One discovery, 
announced just a few days ago by the American 
Veterinary Medical Association, was that injec-

tions Of testosterone in female canarics enabled 
them to sing as well as the males, which have 
always been the prize warblers of the canary 
world.) 

As far as the fate of the Schering Corporation 
is concerned, tir most important step in German 
wartime research was the synthesis of alpha- 
estradioi from c>lesterol, the same material used 
for the manufac'ure of progesterone and testoste- 
rone propionate. Heretofore this hormone, which 
governs the prepregnancy cycles of women, has 
been made from estrone, which, in turn, comes 
from mares theough a process patented by the 
University of St. Louis. 

The aipha-estradiol synthesis, discovered by 
Drs. inhoffen and Zuhlsdorff, has recently been 
confirmed by A. L. Wilds and Carl Djerassi in 
tests at the Wisconsin Alumni Research Founda- 
tion. if, as Wilds and Djerassi believe, it can be 
used commercially, it will supersede the patent 
now held by Schering and probably will be open 
to any manufacturer who wants to use it. 

schering’s other precious patent-——for progeste- 
rone, the intra-pregnancy female hormone —-is 
threatened by a new process which uses soy beans 
as a source. Schering is trying @esperately to 
defend its patent in an infringement suit against 
the Glidden Paint Company, which developed the 
Soy bean process. 

Hemmed in by these assaults on its patent 
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citadel, Schering may well find itself in desperate 
Straits before Attorney General Clark carries out 
his promise to return it to private industry and 
make its. patents availiable to others. 

Shortly before the war, all the common stock 
of Schering of New Jersey and 59 per cent of the 
preferred stock (all except that held by American 
investors) was transferred to a Swiss holding 
company called Chepha. Chepha, in turn, was 
owned by the Swiss Bank Corporation and a 
Panamanian corporation named Paciba ia name 
easily construed.as a combination of “Panama” 
and “Ciba”). : 


HE Swiss Bank Corporation is suing the gov- 

ernment now, contending that the seizure of 
schering was illegal because the company was 
not enemy-owned. That suit might drag on for 
years, blocking any sale of Schering, but Attor- 
ney General Clark refuses to recognize it as an 
obstacle. 

He has two plans. One of them is to obtain 
a stipulation from the Swiss Bank Corporation 
that it is willing to battle in the courts over the 
proceeds of a sale, instead of over the ownership 
of the stock. Since Schering today is worth per- 
haps four -times its value when it was seized, 
Swiss Bank may’ be willing to make that conces-

sion. If it doesn’t, Clark savs he will go to Con- 
gress for permission to make the sale anyhow, 

Aware that considerable ot Schering’s value 1s 
in its patents, Clark says he will attenipt to pre- 
serve that asset and still see that the public gets 
a break through wider dissemination of the manu- 
facturing rights. At the present, only Ciba and 
Roche-Organon are licensed to inanufacture alpha- 
estradiol and progesterone, to the exclusion of 
every other great American drug company (al- 
though some of them sell progesterone manufac 
tured by Glidden through its contested process). 
Clark would include a clause in the saie contract 
compelling the buyer of Schering to license other 
firms to make progesterone and alpha-estradiol, 
but only if the applicants had patents of compar- 
able importance which they were willing to 
exchange. 

In the automotive industry, most patents are 
pooled after the first year of manufacture. Cer 
tainly some such method might be worked out in 
an industry where human lives are at stake. 

Maybe the price investigation will produce re.- 
sults. Perhaps the Schering sale and: patent 
licensing will bring more competition. It is pos- 
sible that the import of new processes from Ger- 
many will change the whole picture. At any rate, 
The American Weekly hopes its investigation will 
make sex hormones available to more people at a 
price they can afford to pay.

CCORDING to a recent report 

by the U. S. Treasury Depart- 

ment, there are still outstand- 
ing $49,861,549 in gold certificate notes 
that were withdrawn from circulation 
back in December, 1933.

York hotel knocked on the door of the 
two-room suite of 79-year-old Mrs.

She was known as an eccen- 
tric who kept to herself and seldom 
spoke. But she was seen with some 
regularity emerging from her suite, 
dressed in old clothes and wrapped in 
a shabby black coat, on her way to 
the hotel’s dining room or to some 
restaurants in the neighborhood.

When there was no answer to the 
bellboy’s knock, the police were noti- 
fied and found Mrs. Weigle dead in 
the bathtub.

Teday's Smeail Fry Beokies, Giutting Themselves on Housewives’ 
50-Cent Pieces, Are a Far and Dismal Cry From 
Their Nervy Predecessors. 
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It Was a Neat Device for Skyrocketing 
the Price of an Odds-On Favorite and 
Ruining the Bookmakers in the Era Just 
Before the Million-Dollar Betting Days 


The Great Racing Gamble 


By Dan Parker 


OR all those zanies who believe that a horse 
rE race isn't something on which you positively 

have to lose money, the idea of what's called 
the build-up may have a pleasant appeal. It’s the 
idea that by dipping into a little ingenuity and into 
a good sized wallet, at the right time, you can 
reverse a law of the track—-and come out ahead. 

The build-up is one of the neater ways of clip- 
ping bookies. To work it, you pick a track where 
the betting is light. You pick a race in which a 
good horse is made the heavy favorite by only 
modest support. You wait until the horses go to 
the post, and at that late moment you push into 
the pari-mutuels some comparatively heavy bets 
on the other horses. 4 

Your bets on the other horses have this result: 
they lift the price on the favorite. For the favor- 
ite, it’s a build-up. 

The nice kink in the procedure is that although 
you've made these post-time bets on no-account 
entries, you’ve previously bet far heavier on the 
favorite. You've laid your bets on the favorite 
with bookfes, outside. 

Now, if form counts, the favorite wins. Because 
at the last minute his price has been built up, he 
pays off well. 

You lose, of course, the bets you laid at the 
track on the also rans. You make your clean-up 
with the outside bookies. 

No modest investor could pull off the coup. 
It takes a group of investors, and shrewd ones, 
too. It also takes——hardest to find of all-—a small 
track where the normal betting is light. : 

Given these advantages, your smart investing 
group (unlucky group, sometimes, too) can rig 
the odds just as bookies do when they find they’ve 
accepted far too many bets on one horse. When 
they do that, if they have time, they lay off at 
the track. They bet some money on the same 
horse against which they’ve been laying odds. 
That brings the pari-mutuel price on the horse 
down; just as the build-up puts a price up. 

Your modern bookmaker is a gallant fellow 
who will take a flier on anything (‘including the 
half dollar of the skimping housewife), just so 
long as the odds are 100 per cent in his favor. 

The sporting strain so strong in slate artists 
of the ilk of Tom Shaw, Gene Austin and “Vir- 
ginia” Carroll seems to have disappeared in the 
present generation of petty racketeers calling 
themselves bookies. 

But back in 1929, when prohibition was in 
flower and Al Capone was in power, bookmakers 
were gentlemen (of the old school) and build-ups 
were as commdén as hold-ups. One of the classic 
jobs pulled off that year, perhaps as comic relief 
from his more serious job of ruling Chicago, was 
Scarface Al’s coup on Margo. 

Margo was entered for a race at Jefferson 
Park in New Orleans, a track of low repute which 
has since been dismantled, ‘The stock market 
having crashed in 1929, the wild spending of the 
Golden Twenties had come to an end. Jefferson 
was doing little business in those days. 

Margo, a smart little filly, was an odds-on fa- 
vorite in her race. A sure thing is a prerequisite 
for a build-up, naturally. 

As post time approached, Margo’s price was 
flashed on the pari-mutuel odds board as 3 to 5. 
There was a heavy play on the filly with books 
all over the country, but although they could 
have wired it to Jefferson Park ‘as comeback 
money and had their agents there bet it for them 
in the machines, few availed themselves of the 
opportunity. They figured that the price was so 
short they could afford to keep it and take a 
chance of turning a neat profit if the filly lost. 
¢ The Jefferson Park management used to close 
all ticket windows except a $10 and a $2 window 
as the horses were going to the post to enable 
its calculators to post accurate last-minute prices. 

When the other windows were closed, Caporie’s 
commissioner took his stand in front of the $10 
booth and ordered the clerk to keep punching out 
$10 tickets on every horse in the race but the 
favorite. It took only a minute for the effect of 
this to be seen on the odds beard. When the fans 
saw the price on Margo shoot up, they rushed to 
the betting ring:and, finding the $10 window 
monopolized, lined up before the $2 booth and 
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bought up all the $2 tickets on the favorite. 

Then, the startér sent them away. It was 
Margo from the start to finish and the official 
payoff was $11. Bookies all over the country were 
bald the next morning. They had torn all! their 
hair out. 

A build-up as amusing as it was amazing was 
that in Which Baron Long succeeded in having 


‘himself barred from his own race track. The 


Baron, son of an Indiana preacher, studied the 
word in tthe Racing Form instead of the Bible. 

An inveterate gambler, he piled up a fortune 
at the gaming tables and sank it in a glittering 
race track, hotel and gambling casino at Agua 
Caliente. Baron Long was a lone wolf in the 
famous Linden Tree “build.” 

Linden Tree was picked unanimously by the 
professional handicappers to win a race for which 
he was entered one day early in January, 1932. 
The morning line quoted him at 4 to 5 and the 
price justified the flood of Linden Tree money 
that inundated books from Coast to Coast. 

When Linden Tree galloped home all by him- 
self, running strictly to form, the bookies began 
to figure out what their losses would be at 4 to 
o. The ery of anguish they set up when the of- 
ficial price of $21.40 was flashed could be heard 
from Coast to Coast. 

Long had a like to die laughing, as the saying 
is. He made no bones about his part in bringing 
about this freak price on a sure thing. Just before 
the machines closed, he had bet $3,500 in pro rata 
sums on every horse in the race but Linden Tree. 
He swore that the only wager he made on Linden 
Tree was for $1,000 with an Eastern commissioner. 

On the official payoff of $21.40, the Baron col- 
lected $9,700, the winnings on his $1,000 bet, leav- 
ing him a net profit of $6,200 after he had de- 
ducted the $3,500 he had spent on the building-up. 

“For many years,” explained Long, “I had ob- 
served bookmakers sending back money to the 
race track, apparently for the purpose of cutting 
the prices on horses their clients had bet on. Re- 
membering the day when, because of this come- 
back money, I was forced to accept 1 to 10 on a 
legitimate 6 to 1 shot, I got wondering what would 
happen if conditions were reversed. From the 
furore over the Linden Tree incident, it seems to 
make a lot of difference whose ox is gored.”’ 

The Baron’s frankness caused him to be set 
down, for he had admitted betting against his own 
horses, Sir Val and Don Alonzo, which ran as an 
entry in the race in question. Summoned for a 
hearing by Francis Nelson, Walter Dupee and 
George Schilling, the stewards.he had hired to 
run Agua Caliente, Long was found guilty and 
was barred from his own track. 

Later, when Baron Long received the news 
that Agua Caliente was closed, he took this blow 
without batting an eye and started to work to 
make of his Biltmore Hotel in Los Angeles one of 
the finest hostelries in the world with a speed 
and courtesy in telephone service, bellboy service, 
waiter service, and room service that has not 
been equaled by any hotel. 

Not long after the Linden Tree affair, Jeffer- 
son Park was the scene of another sensational 
build-up. This time, a seven-year-old mare named 
Charm was the betting medium. And what a 
happy medium she turned out to be! 

Opening at even money, Charm, owned by C. 
S. Stubbs, was backed down to 1 to 2 at post time. 
Hardly a cent showed up for any other horse in 
the race. But, as the field lined up for the start, 
the betting ring suddenly swarmed with activity. 

In about a minute, $6,100 passed through the 
machines, most of it wagered on Delma Dunn, 
Bourbon Maid, and Finger Tips. The latter filly 
took a five-length lead in the first furlong but 
couldn’t retain her advantage as Charm closed 
fast in the stretch and saved the coup in the final 
strides. Meantime, the crowd didn’t know whether 
to watch the race or the price board. 

Fach offered pienty of action. From 3 to 5, 
the price on Charm leaped to 9 to 2 and, as she 
was rounding the turn into the stretch, her quota- 
tion was 8 to 1. But that wasn’t all. The official 
payoff price read $19.60. 

‘ ‘The next price miracle occurred at the old 
Aurora track, 40 miles outside Chicago, and was 
the handiwork of a Cleveland group. Aurora had 
the dubious distinction of being a member of the

same racing wheel with which Jefferson Park 
was affiliated, and was treated as a stepchild by 
the Illinois Commission. Invariably it drew dates 
in the chill, rainy month of May when pari-mutuel 
receipts were at a minimum. 

One Mike Monello, a Cleveland operator, and 
a few of his retainers honored little Aurora with 
a visit in the spring of 1934 that boded no good 
for the Bookmaking Bund. Mike and his asso- 
ciates selected King Pin as the sound horse on 
whom to invest their dough and make it come 
out increased many fold through the rubicund 
schnozzies of their friends, the bookies. 

Commission houses throughout the land eyed 
a bit suspiciously the mounting flood of money 

King Pin as post time approached. But it is 

asXier to teach an old dog new tricks than it is 
a bookie recognize old ones. 
ain neglected to lay off enough of 

» King Pin dough to protect themselves. A late 
flash from the track telling them that King Pin’'s 
price had jumped to 8-5 just before off time pre- 
pared them for the sad news. King Pin would 
have lapped the field if his jockey hadn't double- 
wrapped the reins around his wrists to hold him 
in check and prevent him from taking off. 

And what of Mike Monello? While the bookies 
were wringing their hands in despair over that 
post-time flash, Michele was shoving $8,500 
through the window in wagers on every nag in 
the race except the sure thing. His maneuver 
sent King Pin’s price soaring to $19.80 which fig- 
ured out to a nice little profit of $100,000 for him- 
self and his associates, even after the losses 
caused by bookies running out on their obligations 
had been charged off. 


NE of the last of the build-ups before the 

million-dollar daily handles put an end to them 
was the Bill Donoghue deal,at Alamo Downs, 
San Antonio. 
_ Bill, an honest old plater, was the surest thing 
in San Antonio. He was 3 to 5 at post time 
when suddenly every telephone wire in the track 
went dead, shutting off comeback money. 

A confederate of the builders had done a bit 
of sabotage with a pair of: wire cutters. By the 
time Bill had reached the post, his price had shot 
up to 9 to 2. It might have grown still juicier if 
the poor old plater had been in on the plot. 

As it was, the honest crittur chose this critical 
time to kick up at the post and give quick-thinkers 
in the crowd a chance to put two and two together 
and slap all four on his nose. This unforeseen 
development knocked the final price back to $5.40, 
which was small change compared with what the 
plotters had reckoned on collecting. 

In view of the didoes smart operators could 
cut in the good old days of $30,000 handles, 
is it any wonder that some of them are cursing 
this million-dollar era and praying for another 
panic?

Composing Room, at Work Again After Serious Heart . és 


Operation

NEW treatment for angina 
A pectoris, the dreadful disease 

of painful heart attacks, and 
sudden death, has been developed by 
Dr. Mercier Fauteux of Harvard 
Medical School and Peter’ Bent 
Brigham Hospital, Boston. It is a 
surgical operation for increasing the 
blood supply, and thus restoring 
the normal health of the heart. 

Living proof of its beneficial ef. 
fects is William F. Murray, 47-year- 
old machinist in the compesing 
room of the Boston Record-Ameri- 
can, a victim of the crippling heart 
malady until Dr. Fauteux’s operation 
apparently cured him. 

He is one of the dozen patients 

rned to a life of activity from 
intolerable suffering and the very 
threshold of death by the new treat. 
ment, recently reported in the Ameri- 
can Heart Journal, 

Murray's heart was not receiving 
the amount of blood and oxygen it 
needed for its continuous pumping, 
consequently from time to time se- 
vere pangs of pain passed in the 
nerves related to the heart system. 
What the Boston surgeon did was to 
increase the flow of blood into the 
heart muscle and to sever the 
nerves conveying the in signals. 

Dr. Fauteux d bes the two 
ge of his treatment in the medi- 

language as, “Pericoronary neu- 
rectomy (nerve severance) combined 
with ligation of the Great Cardiac 
Vein (the big heart vein).” Since 
1939 he has operated oy ter cases of 
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angina, about which he has written, 
with one death in the course of sur- 
gery. Of the nine patients, seven are 
still alive, “three of them five years 
after operation and four of them 
four years after operation.” 

The case of Murray illustrates 
the nature of the operation, its suc. 
cess and possible dangers that only 
a most skillful surgeon can over 
come. For some years this news 
paperman’s heart was giving him 
trouble. But it was the day Presi 
dent Roosevelt died, April 12, 1945, 
that he suffered an anginal attack. 

The second attack, a month later, 
was far more severe. In agonizing 
pain and then unconscious, Murray 
was rushed to the Peter Bent Brig- 
ham Hospital and was examined by 
the eminent surgeon, Brig. General 
Elliott Cutler. Here he learned from 
Dr. Cutler ‘of an operation on the 
heart, “a gamble with your life.” 

Then Dr. Fauteux, who devised 
the operation, explained: “The 
operation is not the gamble you 
might think. What is ailing yqu? 
Well, you've an artery that’s clogged 
in its way to your heart. So your 
heart isn’t getting sufficient blood. 
The heart nerves react to this ag- 
gravation, and those reactions cause 
spasms of pain and can cause sudden 
death. What ts the remedy? 

“It isn't possible to clean out the 
artery as you can clean out some 
water pipe in your home. But from 
your clogged artery smaller arteries 
branch out, connecting up with other 
small arteries that stem from an.- 
other main artery, pipéline of blood. 
If the smaller arteries were en- 
larged the blocked up blood, in the 


main artery, would seek its way 
through them to the heart. This can 
be done, 

“The blood going into the heart 
area is carried away by the great 
vein, after it has done its work. 

“By ligation (tying up) of the 
great cardiac vein, its blood flow is 
dammed up. So its tide sweils up 
and finds outlet through the small 
branch veins.” 

Agreeing to take a chance, Mur 
ray was operated on Nov. 19, 1945. 
Dr. Fauteux cut away second, third 
and fourth ribs as well as part of 
the breastbone. The pleura (the 
membrane around the lung) and the 
left lung were pushed aside. The 
heart was exposed and a thread was 
placed around the great vein. Then 
the nerves coursing along the main 
coronary veins and arteries were 
severed, so that no pain signals 
might pass through them. Recover- 
ing from the operation in about six 
weeks Murray was discharged from 
the hospital as cured. 

Today he works in the Boston 
Record-American composing room as 
though he had never been ill, feeling 
fitter than before the original attack. 

Dr. Fauteux is most hopeful re 
garding the future of his treatment, 
aithough he realizes that a surgeon 
must learn -to do the operation 
thoroughly. His treatment involves 
the cutting of several. ribs and of 
nerve pathways. Only after a fairly 
large number of cases have been 
operated on will the nation’s sur 
geons be able to evaluate how great 
a contribution Dr. Fauteux has made. 

Surgical treatment for angina is 
not new. Several operations have

been devised and tried out during the 
last 25 years. Drs. T. Jonnesco, R. 
Leriche and R. Fontaine, Walter KB. 
Coffey and P. K. Brown, of San 
Francisco, E. P. Richardson and P. 
D. White, of Boston, severed nerves 
to abolish anginal pain. Dr. Claude 
Beck, of Cleveland, tried to increase 
the blood supply of the anginal 
heart by attaching to it other tissues 
through which blood flowed. Dr. 
Lawrence O'Shaughnessy, of London, 
had another similar method, 

Dr. C. G. Blumgart removed the 
thyroid gland to give rest to the 
angina stricken heart. Now the doc. 
tor employs this treatment rarely. 

Prof. James C. White, of Harvard 
University and the Massachusetts 
General Hospital, has developed two 
outstanding treatments for angina. 
One method is the cutting of a few 
nerves that reach down to the heart. 

The other one is more remarkable 

it is the blocking of certain nerves 
that carry pain sensations of the 
heart by injection of alcohol. No 
major surgery is involved. But the 
doctor must be most highly skilled 
in introducing the alcohol-filled hol. 
low needle into the exact spot in the 
spine, in order to produce a perma- 
nent interruption of the heart’s sen- 
sation system, The treatment some- 
times causes neuralgia (nerve pain), 
but in most cases it disappears in 
a month or more. 

In 70 to 90 per cent of the cases, 
the alcohol blockage relieved attacks 
of angina. 

A heart ailment, not angina, can 
ruin the life of a child. It is caused 
by a passage left open between the 
aorta and the pulmonary artery be- 
fore birth, so that the heart’s blood 
supply is diminished. This was the 
disease which weakened Erica Coryn- 
don-Baker, five-year-old South African 
girl, until a nev operation performed 
by Dr. Robert EF. Gross, of the Chil 
dren’s Hospital, Boston, corrected the 
defect. Erica, now bouncing with 
vigor and joy, is a normal child ready 
to learn dancing. 

The girl’s growth had stopped and 
she was always tired because her 
body was not receiving enough blood 
supply. With increased blood cir- 
culation growth was resumed and 
vitality revived.

OSEPH BE SONA could have been 
J: tough boy. He could have 

grown up with the corner gang, 
seizing by whatever means the things 
he wanted and couldn’t have. He 
could have been a wise guy. 

Instead, Joseph DeSona is waiting 
to leave, with his wife and baby, for 
Bolivia, Seuth America, where he 
will devote his life te alleviating the 
suffering of the most miserable peo- 
ple on earth—the lepers. 

Joseph knows about suffering. He 
recalls his neighborheod of 20 years 
ago, in a Massachusetts city, when 
he was eight years old, It was a 
typical slum neighberhood—the drab, 
cheek-to-jowl wooden tenements with 
their sardine-packed families — the 
poverty, the sickness, the dread sense 
of insecurity, the air of degradation. 

Joseph’s father was dead. There 
were times when he didn’t have quite 
eneugh to eat. There were times 
when the house was cold. 

The boys in the neighborhood ac- 
cepted this discomfert as the inevi- 
table turn of fate. They hardened 
themselves to endure misery, worked 
their juvenile rackets and schemed 
to have as much fun ‘as they could. 

Joseph was different. The sick 
lady next door, the boy with the 
club foot, the foedless family, the 
spiritually scarred—all these unfor- 
tunates stirred a deep sadness within 
him. He doesn’t remember now just 
how he put it into words, but it be- 
came a daily prayer:

When he was 26, in 1940, and 
working at the Boston State Hos. 
pital, a mental institution, as an at- 
tendant nurse, he fell in love with 
and married Rose DiRusso, a charm- 
ing girl from Somerville, Mass. 

Here Joseph was lucky. Most 
girls would have sought the conven- 
tional married life with its attendant 
comforts. Not so Rose. She under- 
stood Joseph’s yearning. Further- 
more, she insisted that it be given 
a chance for expression. 

Despite her husband’s protests, 
she took a job in a Providence, R.L., 
five-and-dime store while he studied 
at the Providence Bible Institute. He 
graduated and then entered the Gor- 
don College of Theology and Missions 
in Boston, Rose went to. work in a 
laundry to provide income for the 
family.

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The Impatient Plotter Might 

Have Gotten Away With Mur- 

der by Proxy If He Had Only 

Waited for the Proper Time to 

Set Off the Blast That Was 

Meant to Destroy the Labora- 
tory and Evidence. 
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By Peter Levins 
T seme was a distinct note of respect in the 


demeanor of Sheriff R. R. Neale and District 

Attorney A, B. Tinning as they outlined the 
facts to Dr. Edward Oscar Heinrichs. As every 
wideawake police official knew, Dr. Heinrichs, 
chemico-legail expert of Berkeley and San Fran- 
cisco, deserved his reputation as one of the world’s 
greatest scientific detectives. 

Dr. Heinrichs at that time wasS best known 
for his work in the fatal Siskiyou, Ore., Tunnel 
train holdup in 1923. Bandits: had stuck up a 
Southern Pacific express and in the process had 
killed the engineer, the fireman, a brakeman and 
a mail clerk. The robbers had made a clean get- 
away, leaving behind only the most meager clues, 
including a pair of grimy overalls. 

The investigators had appeaied to Dr. Hein- 
richs, an instructor of chemistry at the University 
of California. Dr. Heinrichs had not gone to the 
scene--he had merely asked that the overalis be 
sent to him. He had made this report: 

“The man who wore these overalls was a left- 
handed, brown-haired lumberjack, not more than 
25 years old. He was about 5 feet 8 inches tall, 
thickset, fastidious in his personal habits, and 
clean shaven. He has recently been’ working in 
northwestern Oregon or western Washington in 
camps where fir trees were felled.” 

The detectives had been astonished and in- 
credulous. How could this mere professor spin 
out such a bundle of information just from ex- 
amining a pair of overalls? Dr. ‘Heinrichs pa- 
tiently explained it to them, 

The size and probable build of the wearer had 
been determined by the size and cut of the gar- 
ment. Under the left-hand flap were deposits 
of pitch, indicating that the man had taken off 
his. clothes with his left hand, since the flap on 
the right side was clean. Two brown hairs had 
been found clinging to one of the buttons. 

“In the right-hand pocket,” Dr. Heinrichs had 
continued, “I found tiny slivers and chips of the 
wood and needles of the Douglas fir. As these 
trees grow only in northwestern Oregon and 
western Washington, I deduced that the owner 
had recently been employed in one of those areas. 

“In the same pocket I found some extremely 
fine fingernail filings and parings. To me this 
indicated that the owner was fastidious. 

“Here's another point: The wear on one side 
of the overalls strengthened the evidence of the 
pitch that the man was left-handed, since it 
showed that he stood with his right side nearest 
the trees when he was swinging his axe.” 

His findings had led to the eventual capture 
of the D’Autremont brothers, Roy, Ray and 
Hugh. All three got life. 

Dr. Heinrichs had done a masterly job. And 
now, right in his own backyard, there was 
another riddle to unravel. 

Neale and Tinning said they had come to seek 
his help in clearing up a fatal explosion at the 
Schwartz laboratory at near-by Walnut Creek. 
This had happened at 9:15 p. m., Thursday, July 
30, 1925. In the beginning it had appeared acci- 
dental; now the police were calling it a case of 
murder and arson. 

Charles Henry Schwartz, 36, a manufacturing 
chemist with a wife and three young children, 
had taken over an abandoned factory at Walnut 
Creek the previous year. He had told members 
of the community that he owned a secret process 
for the manufacture of artificial silk—-a process 
he said he had discovered in Germany during 
service as an Allied spy. Dr. Heinrichs’ visitors 
said Schwartz had apparently feared desperate 
attempts to obtain his formula. 

“His wife has told us,” Sheriff Neale said, 
“that agents for several international corporations 
had been on his trail.” 

Fortunately, the night watchman at the lab, 
Walter Gonzales, had arrived within a few min- 
utes of the explosion. He had put a fire extin- 
guisher to good use, and the local firemen had 
also done an effective job. As a result, the blaze 
had been quelled before it could get out of con- 
trol and before the body had been destroyed. 

“Schwartz had been working late at the labora- 
tory these past couple of weeks,” said Neale. “Ap- 
parently he was at work when the explosion hap- 
pened. He had been working with ether, accord. 
ing to Gonzales. Also, Mrs. Schwartz told us 
that he had been a bit worried about having to 
use gasoline lamps at the lab. There’s no elec- 
tricity out there.” 

“But that’s beside the point, isn’t it?” Dr. Hein- 
richs cut in. “You say it wasn’t an accident.” 

“Definitely,” the District Attorney replied. 
“Guy Spencer, our fire marshal, found plenty of 
evidence of that at the scene. He discovered that 
six torches had been made out of some sort of 
cloth attached to sticks and soaked in some in- 
flammable fluid. They had all been ignited, Also, 
several cases of high-explosive chemical had been 
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placed in such a position as to blow the place to 
pieces if the flames had reached them. But they 
hadn4 and that was a break for us,” 

Dr. Heinriths nodded, “Otherwise, you prob. 
ably would not have discovered that Schwartz, 
instead of being the victim of an accident, had 
actually been murdered. Have you been able to 
determine how he was killed?” 

“A blow on the head-—probably a hammer.’ 

Dr. Heinrichs jumped up, saying: “Let’s go 
out to Walnut Creek.” 

At the burned-out lab, he poked about for a 
while, seemingly discovering nothing, then said: 

“If this was a laboratory, it’s the crudest af.- 
fair of its kind I’ve ever seen. It could not have 
been fitted out for any general research. No 
electricity, no gas, no water, no heat! I'd say 
that not a scrap of silk, real or artificial, c. ald 
ever have been made here. Had Schwartz been 
promoting this artificial silk project?” 

He had. Moreover, his wife. who had an in- 
dependent income, had invested much of her capi- 
tal in the company. 

Investigation was to establish that Schwartz 


: had lifted his “secret formula” .from a textbook on 


chemistry. Furthermore, the sample of artificial 
silk which he had shown possible investors fad 
been purchased at a store for $8. 

Had he, perhaps, talked altogether too con- 
vincingly about his fabulous formula? So con- 
vincingly that some interested party had consid- 
ered him worth killing? 

Dr. Heinrichs soon supplied the answers. 


The Late Gilbert W. Barbe—His Right Ear 
Showed a Darwinian Lobe. 


Studying a picture of Schwartz and compar- 
ing it with pictures of the body, which had been 
removed to the police morgue in San Francisco, 
he noticed that there was a difference in the con- 
formation of the ear lobe. The right ear of the 
victim, which had escaped defacement in the fire, 
showed a “Darwinian lobe,” he said, while that 
in the photograph of Schwartz was quite different 
in shape and size. 

The expert consulted Dr. F. S. Barber, of Ber- 
keley, the Schwartz family physician. 

“What was the condition of Schwartz’s teeth?” 
he asked. 

“Very good,” Dr. Barber replied. 

Dr. Heinrichs nodded. The teeth of the victim, 
he knew, had not been in good condition, 

“Any missing?” he asked then. 

“Yes, two. Upper jaw.” 

Dr. Heinriohs found this most interesting, be- 
cause two upper jaw teeth of the victim were 
also missing. 

“This. is not the body of Charles Henry 
Schwarwtw,” he reported to District Attorney ‘Tin- 
ning. “The body has been worked on to hide its 
true identity. The teeth were chiseled out to 
correspond with Schwartz’ missing teeth. The 
color of the eyes has been destroyed by punc- 
turing the eyeballs. Acid was poured over the 
hands to eliminate the possibility of identification 
by fingerprints.” 

Not Schwartz? Then who was it? And where 
was the late experimenter of Walnut Creek? 
The following developments now piled up: 

1. The suspect’s name was not Sehwartz but 


‘Leon Henry Schwartzhoff, a native of Germany, 
> “and he had not been an Allied spy. 


2. He was being sued for $75,000 by an Oak-

land woman whom he had promised to marry. 

3. Investors in his company had begun to de- 
mand results. 

4. He had taken out life insurance worth $180,- 
000 under the double indemnity clause, with his 
wife the beneficiary. 

5. Capt. Clarence I>. Lee of the Berkeley police 
recalled that Schwartz had frequently visited 
headquarters to discuss murders and to ask ques- 
tions about police methods of investigation. 

As the hunt for Schwartz mushroomed out 
over the whole Pacific area, Professor Heinrichs 
set about the difficult task of tracing the victim's 
identity—-that is, to find additional proof that the 
dead man could not be the pseudo-chemist. 

He combed through the ruins inch by inch. He 
found three badly charred religious pamphlets: 
copies of “John, the Apostle,” the New Testament, 
and “The Philosophy of Eternal Brotherhood.” He 
examined these under a powerful microscope and 
deciphered the name “G. W. Barbe,” as well as 
the names of several Texas towns, with dates that 
apparently indicated the length of the owner's 
stay in each. 

Thus the victim was identified as Gilbert War. 
ron Barbe, a war veteran who had become an 
itinerant preacher. He had been the best possible 
subject for what the criminal had in mind, since 
his general physical proportions matched 
Schwartz’, and his disappearance would not be 
immediately noted. 

“This is as thorough an example of premedita- 
tion as I have ever seen,” Dr. Heinrichs declared. 
“'“chwartz must have planned it for months, and 
fimally had to wait only for the right prospect to 
appear. He might have gotten away with it but 
for one mistake—-he was too eager by minutes. 

“He poured benzol about the laboratory, dis- 
tributing it over the body and about the room. 
but he did not wait long enough before setting the 
i.re. Benzol fumes are heavy. He did not wait 
until they had sufficient time to rise above the 
level of the laboratory benches. If he had, there 
would have been an explosion which would have 
wrecked the building and destroyed the body, 
together with all the evidence.” 

This completes the first phase of Schwartz’ 
“nerfect crime”: the accomplishment of the mur- 
der. Next comes Phase 2: The escape, 

Months before the killing, Schwartz had con- 
tacted the manager of the Nottingham apartments 
in Oakland. The manager, C. W. Hayward, knew 
him as “Harold Warren,” a dealer in bootleg 
liquor. Schwartz had said that, becaugg of the 
nature of his business, he might wish to rent an 
apartment sometime as a sort of hideout—not 
from the police but from enemies tn the trade. 

At 4 a. m., July 31, Schwartz had awakened 
Hayward and told him it had become necessary 
for him to lie low. “I was in an automobile accl- 
dent and there was booze in. my car,” he explained. 

He retired to an apartment and had stayed there. 

In the morning, he bought a Pullman ticket 
to Barstow, in southern California. He studied 
a map of Mexico showing the highways and rail- 
roads of that country. He packed a suitcase and 
briefcase, still confident that everything had gone 
according to plan and that nothing could pos 
sibly happen to spoil his perfect crime. 

Then he saw the newspapers. 

He saw that he had failed. He realized that 
itt would be fatal to attempt a flight south. As 
the days passed, he could see the net closing. 
Every road was watched, every railroad and bus 
station. Charles Henry Schwartz was being called 
one of the most infamous murderers of the age. 


CHWARTZ stayed in his apartment. He ate his 

meals with. the Hayward family. 

Thus a week went by. 

Schwartz’ host, Hayward, noticed his uneasi- 
ness. He saw with what an excess of caution the 
man moved about. Finally, he noticed how Schwartz 
resembled the description of the fugitive. 

Result: On August 9, Captain Lee, the officer 
with whom Schwartz had often discussed crimes 
and police methods, arrived at the Nottingham 
apartments with a squad of assistants. While 
the others stood guard at all exits, Lee accom- 
panied Hayward to Schwartz’ apartment. 

“Harold, I’d like to see you a minute!” the 
manager shouted. “This is Hayward!” 

There was no answer from within,

CALIFORNIA VINEYARD RAGOUT 
By IDWAL JONES 

HE vine-growers in California are a sun-tanned, healthy 
Tana merry lot, and their favorite dish is a ragout of 
beef, which is good on winter nights, and also on any 
other ®ight in the year. Being vine-growers, they like 
color, taste, imagination, and also gaiety in their food. 
If they want a change from beef, they may use lamb, or 
mutton, or veal, or a young- 
ish hen. But the recipe, 

basically, ts the same. 
Here's the way the vine- 
yard wife goes at it with a 
pound of beef. Cut the 
meat into inch and a half 
squares, fry brown with 
half a minced onion and 
three cloves of garlic, and 
put into a baking dish with 
fat—-which is preferably 
pork or bacon fat, or cook- 
ing oil.

ETHER in evening 
gown or bathing suit 
or varjous fashions in be- 
tween, emphasis has been 
placed squarely on your 
shoulders, your neck, and 
the firm curve of your bust. 
No wonder our readers 
write in increasing numbers 
asking how they can devel- 
op undersfzed dimensions. 
Here are some sugges- 
tions from one of New York 
City’s leading beauty 
salons: 


To help firm the bust: 
Lie flat on the back, arms 
at your sides. Raise arms 
vertically over the head and 
all the way back! to touch 
floor with hands. Now 
swing arms down along the 
floor, bringing to side of 
body again. Be sure small 
of back touches miat all the 
time. Repeat 20’ times. 


2. Sit cross-legged. Spine 
should be straight, shoul- 
ders back. Sway torso to 
the right, extending left arm 
over head while right elbow 
rests on mat for. support. 
Reverse by throwing body 
to left side with right arm 
over head and left elbow 


Reverse, and stretch down 
with left foot and up with 
left hand. Alternate 20 
times. 

2. Lie flat on back. Hold 
right arm straight up in 
air. Left arm remains flat 
on mat. Keep knees stiff. 
Kick right foot up to right 
hand while left leg remains 
flat on mat. Shoulders and 
spine must hug mat. Alter- 
nate, raising left hand and 
kicking left foot up to left 
hand. Repeat 15 times. 
Don’t be discouraged if you

3. Sit with legs well 
apart, arms outstretched. 
Keeping elbows stiff, de- 
scribe circles with arms, in- 
creasing the size of circle 
each time around. Keep 
back perfectly straight, 
tummy pulled in, shoulders 
down and back. Repeat 25 
times, adding 5 more each 
day up to 50. 

4. Stand with feet three 
inches apart, shoulders and 
spine straight, arms _ in 
front, fingers interlaced, 
palms down. Raise arms in 
an arc upward, keeping el- 
bows stiff, stretching up 
above head as high as pos- 
sible. Lower slowly and 
repeat 25 times. 

2». Stand in good posture 
with waist hugging wall. 
Droop shoulders forward 
and together, caving. in 
chest. Raise shoulders slow- 
ly, stretching forward, up 
and back, describing a circle 
with them and ending in 
the original slumped posi- 
tion. Repeat 25 times, in- 
creasing to 50 times. 


Exercises for the under- 
weight: 1. Lie flat on the 
back with arms. extended 
over the head, legs _ to- 
gether. Stretch up as far 
as possible with right hand 
and down as far as possible 
with right foot. The body 
will curve with stretching.

3. Stand with feet four 
or five inches apart. Pull 
tummy in tight against 
backbone and tuck buttocks 
under. Raise hands above 
head. Stretch up as far as 
possible with right hand, 
then with left, alternating 
for ten counts. Rest and 
repeat for ten more counts. 
The better the pull, the bet- 
ter the results. 


To Go With Exercises 
In addition to the exer- 
cises, you may derive some 
help from an extra rich 
emollient. The purpose of 
such a cream is to aid in 
filling out hollows. Direc. 
tions say to apply this 
cream at bedtime, after you 
have done the exercises. 


If, on the other hand, you 
need sectional reducing, the 
same beauty house suggests 
a slenderizing lotion, which 
is a preparation to help 
slim any part of the body 
that needs reducing.

Wy Mor Bead a Rug? 


Or A CRISP night a 
short time ago I went 
to a friend’s house for din- 
ner. As 1 walked into her 
living room a cheery fire 
was blazing in the grate, 
comfortable chairs were 
drawn up in friendly fash- 
ion at each side of the fire- 
place, and on the floor, in 
front of the hearth, was a 
lovely hand-made braided 
rug which had just been 
completed. It lent such an 
air of charm and hospitality 
to the room, and so clearly 
suggested that the woman 
who made it loved. her 
home, that I wondered why 
more women didn’t braid 
their own rugs. : 


Selecting Material 


T is not difficult to make 

a braided rug. First go 
through your clothes closets 
and scrap bag and get to- 
gether all the fabric you 
have on hand. Be sure you 
don’t overlook anything. 
Old tablecloths, drapes, 
blankets, dresses, shirts 
and coats can be used. So 
can smaller articles such 
as towels, stockings, nap- 
kins, blouses and aprons. 
select materials of similar 
texture for each rug. Use 
cottons and cotton mixtures 
together and wools with 
wool mixtures. 


Planning Your Rug 


jr IS best to work out the 

pattern and color scheme 
of your rug on paper first. 
Decide on the shape you 
want it to be—-oval, round, 
oblong or square. Draw 
this on a piece of paper 
and fill in the colors you 
wish to use with crayon. 
Indicate the exact number 
of rows of eath color you 
intend to have; Of course, 
you should keep in mind 
the color scheme and type 
of furnishings in the room 
in which you fre going to 
use the rug. If your room 
already has a lot of pat- 
tern and coler you will 
want the rug to serve as a 
background to set off the 
furnishings. ©n the other 
hand, your rug may pro- 
vide just the bright color 
accent you need. 


If some of the material 
you have on hand, or pick 
up at a remnant counter, 
is not the right color to fit 
your plans it can be dyed. 
And don't be afraid to dye 
acetates and spun rayons. 
The dye manufacturers 
have perfected special dyes 
to take care of synthetic 
materials. 


Folding and Braiding 


OW that your material is 

ready and the pattern of 
your rug decided upon, it 
is time to cut the material 
into strips. Remember that 
all of the strips in one rug 
should be of the same thick- 
ness. Cut heavier materia! 
narrower than medijum- 
weight material. If you 
start out with braids in the 
center of your rug which 
are. thinner or thicker than 
the rest of the braids, it 
will cause the rug to ripple 
or bulge. Braids an inch 
in width, or slightly nar- 
rower, make the best look- 
ing rugs. 

Fold the strips of materi- 
al so that the raw edges 
are inside. You may wish 
to press the folds with an 
iron, or else crease the fab- 
ric by hand. Separate the 
strips into piles of each 
color you are using and 
roll into balls. 

The braiding should_ be 
done properly if the rug 
is to wear well and hold 
its shape. Pin the ends 
of the strips together and 
fasten them securely to 
some heavy object as you 
work. Keep the braids 
tight and smooth and never 
lay an unfinished braid 
down without first pinning 
“the ends together to keep 
the braid from loosening.
